jured in 1951. Templeton said this 
could partially be explained by the 
fact that speed was listed as cause 
of five out of 12 accidents in the 
1951 period compared to only four 
out of 23 accidents in the 1950 
period. 


During the coming weekend the 


state police will use all available 
patrol cars and men in an effort to 
reduce Fourth of July weekend ac- 
cidents, Templeton said. 


"The 
state police wish to urge 


all persons using the highways in

Usually the keynoter is also tem- 


porary chairman, serving as con- 
vention officer until the conclave 
is permanently set up. But Repub- 
licans this time split the two jobs, 
in deference to MacArthur's special 
status. Walter Hallanan, West Vir- 
jinia national committeeman and 
a leading Taft backer, got the tem- 
porary chairmanship. 


It's 
a crucial spot. Someone 


said when he got it: "Whatever 
lie does, he will probably be the 
most hated man in the conven- 
tion." 


His biggest test will come when 


committee reports stream in dur- 
ing the second day. If the cre- 
dentials committee, which also is 
controlled by Taft sympathizers, 
-.as decided the southern delegate 
disputes in the senator's favor, the 
Eisenhower members may file a 
minority report. Under the rules, 


the convention as a whole must 
act on these reports, and must 
consider minority reports first. 


The ticklish question is: "Who 


shall be allowed to vote on these?" 
The national committee's tempo- 
rary roll may contain many dele- 
gates whose seats are in doubt. 
The temporary chairman must de- 
cide whether they can vote on 
contests or not.* * * 


There Is precedent both ways. 


In 1912 it was ruled that dele- 
gates from a disputed unit, let's 
say Texas, could vote on disputes 
in other states like Georgia and 
Florida, but not on their own case. 
In 1928. the ruling was that dele- 
gates of doubtful status could not 
take part in any voting on con- 
tests. 


How Hallanan rules on this is- 


sue could have vital effect on the 
Ultimate convention choice of a 
nominee. 


The Democrats also have some 


contests coming up, especially in 


Texas. But they do not loom as 
critically as those in the Republi- 
can field. 


Once the disputes a,re settled 


and the convention permanency 
established, we come to the final 
phase of platform making. The 
platform is that historic document 
which purports to set forth what 
the party believes and what 'it will 
do. 


The resolutions committee gets 


this job the first day. Normally, 
though, much preliminary work 
has been 
done 
ahead 
of 
the 


convention. Recent custom has di- 
vided the task into sub-groups, j 
for foreign policy, 
another 


farming, and so on.

. The platform committee ordi- 
narily holds open court on ideas, 
inviting the public to come in and 
speak its views. This bid always 
draws some hardy quadrennials, 
who never miss a convention and 
never get a line in the platform. 


While a few front men are lis- 


tening patiently to people 
various 
causes, another tou 


minded group in shirtsleeves is 
closeted somewhere in a hotel 
room, hammering out the real 
thing. At last, sometimes after 
an all night session, the carpen- 
ters and joiners union. Democratic 
or Republican branch, emerges 
with the finished product. 


A few bent nails and splintered 


two-by-fours may be showing. In- 
evitably the platform is a comtMp- 
n.ise, often more forward-looWhg 
than the average of the men who 
made it. Most of the time the hard 
work of fitting and planing is done 
in private, but now and then, as 
with the Demo'crats in 1948, an ex- 
plosive issue breaks the platform 
and the convention wide open. 


Yet if all goes well, the platform 


is adopted with rousing cheers, the 
party is safely poised to be all 
things to all men, and ready to 
pick a nominee.

NEW YORK—(AP)-The ghost of 


many an American soldier, grazing 
down from the Valhalla of Heroes, 
would have looked with wry envy 
at a U. S. Army ceremony this 
week. 


It was the demonstration of the 


mighty new Patton 48 tank. 


"Gee, that was the kind of tank 


I used to dream of before I was 
killed in Tunisia," you can Imag* 
ine one soldier saying. 


"Yeah, we talked about having 


a tank like that before I died in 
the battle of the Belgian Bulge," 
replies his spectral buddy. "Boy, 
look at that gun it packs—and its 
low silhouette." 


Resembles German Model 


"Yep," say* the first soldier, 


"it's got almost the same lines as 
the German.tank that ambushed 
the crate I got hit in back in 1942." 


And if the heroic dead bear any 


ill-will, one couldn't blame the 
two spectral tankmen for resent 
ing the fact their country gave 
them no such tank to fight in when 
they were among the living. 


Army Secretary Frank C. Pace 


hailed the powerful new 48-ton 
Patton as "the finest medium tank 
in the world." 


If battle tests prove this claim 


true, it is encouraging. But this 
brilliant new weapon is still to be 
put in real mass production, and 
it soon will be 11 years after Pearl 
Harbor.

Think up new ways of at- 
tracting the consumer—like empha- 
sizing fashion rather than price, 
to influence the women who often 
make up their men's minds on the 
subject of the male attire.

To men in a breadline, independence is a hollow word. 


So when the great depression struck, they looked to the only 
force they could see which was big enough and powerful 


- enough to hit back at the mysterious forces robbing them of 
their livelihood. That was government. 


It happened that Americana called upon the Democratic 


Party to use the power of government at this moment in his- 
tory. But many historians believe that any party sooner or 
later would have been compelled to follow the same course. 
Men could not have been allowed to starve through no fault 
of their own. 


No one can quarrel with the aim of safeguarding free 


men from disasters beyond' their control. What seems un- 
fortunate, however, is that somehow, in this painful adjust- 
ment to the complexities of a new age, we seemed to lose 
some of our traditional reverence for the independenc of 
spirit that made us groat.

Whether the party in power is 'or is not partly to blame 


for this is for the politicians to argue. It is important here 
to note only that the loss appears real. The habit of inde- 
pendence, of drawing on ones own resources, is not so strong 
as it once was. 


It would be absurd to argue that we could return to the 


kind of independence we knew 'as a budding nation in the 
19th century. But it is just as absurd to contend that be- 
cause our difficulties are vastly complicated today, we there- 
fore can do nothing for ourselves. 


A man whose house is demolished by storm or fire may 


rightly welcome the band of neighbors who pitch in to help 
rebuild it. 
But he should not therefore look expectantly 


down the road each day for neighbors who might help him 
tend his fields and his stock. The normal labors and trials 
of life he must shoulder alone. 


This is an occasion for Americans to remember their old 


habits of independence and to begin to srive them fresh 
meaning against a totally new backdrop. The task calls for 
courage- for a rising to the challenge. Americans have that 
courage, and they have never run from a free test.

Pegler Claims Medical Profession Ignores Important 


Reason for Shortage of Nurses

BOSTON— The Norfolk Medical News, the official journal -of the 


Massachusetts Medic*! Society, bemoans a dangerous shortage of 
competent nurses, states some of the reasons and SURGES somG rem- 
edies. But on* of the most important reasons is ignored entirely not 
only by this professional publication but by practically all others that 
have discussed the subject. That is the almost total exclusion of 
men from the profession, or occupation, of nursing and our senti- 


mentality over the women in it, particularly the 
nurses in the armjj and navy. It would be a fine 
idea to scrap these auxiliaries, settle our obliga^, 
tions to the women concerned and henceforth us«J 
men exclusively for male patients. 
\Ve should not 


hav« to deal with any women patients in service 
hospitals, but there will be a growing practice in 
distaff problems for a long time as the women who 
served in the WAGS and WAVES Ret old and put , 
themselves in for the operations and tVeatments 
that are expectable in middle and old ago. 


There never was a shadow of necessity for the 


e n m n 
women as auxiliaries to any branch. The British began 


it with their WAGS in the first war when their manpower really was 
down. We took a little flyer ourselves along toward the end of tha' 
one 
We never saw the day when we didn't have plenty of men to' 


handle all the combat and service jobs but we fell for the idea that 
it would be cozy to put a lot of girls into uniform and ship- them all 
over the world as inspiration "to our brave lads, which was an effete 
notion and no good' from any standpoint. 
The man-hours wasted by 


the limitation of production by union rules, to say nothvng of the 
strikes which cost us about forty million man-days m three war 
years refute the proposition that we had to call on the girls to help. 


We grant commissions to women nurses and when thcv go to 


war we have to spare soldiers from real military duties to patrol 
their quarters and keep amorous cojonels at bay. Those were ro- 
mantic pictures of army nurses in the Pacific islands, dressed vp, 
cavalry pants and doing their laundry m their helmets, but what WOK/ 
thev doing way off there that men couldn't do? 
A male nurse of 


equal competence doesn't even rate corporal until he makes the grade 
and nobody tries to neck him or dizzy his head with stingers with 
sordid motives. Therefore we are spared the expense of guarding his 
chastity and we save further money on the big difference between the 
male and female pay allowances. 
_ 


Since Walt Whitman, who seems 


to have been a rather precious 
character in his Civil War days. 
there has been a bigotry against 
male nurses tinged with an absurd 
suspicion that they are more likely 
to be homosexual than an equal 
number of plasterers or tailors. 
That is an expensive superstition 
because it has given the women 
almost a monopoly on the work 
whereas the entire military and 
naval nursing service should be 
male and we should have enough 
civilian male nurses to take care 
of the male patients in civilian 
hospitals. There is no logic behind 
this prejudice as a moment's hon- 
est 
consideration 
will 
prove. 


Nevertheless it has served to dis- 
courage normal young men from 
entering training and played into 
the hands of cold-eyed old hens 
who manage organizations of fe- 
male nurses which are in effect 
just unions with the monopolistic 
vices of the teamsters', musicians' 
and miners' rackets. 


As the Norfolk Medical News 


agrees, there is a great surplus of 
book-learning in the minimum re- 
quirements for training. A nurse 
has no more need of an A. B. de- 
gree than a. waiter has, but the 
trade has become more and more 
pretentious and the patient now 
has to pay for exessive erudition 
in the female who fluffs up his 
pillow or administers the routine 
inconveniences of the bed-bound. 


"With the supply of graduate 


nurses inadequate 
for the 
de- 


mand," says the Norfolk Medical 
News, "a price war has been cre- 
ated among hospitals, especially 
among service, voluntary and mu- 
nicipal institutions. It is disturb- 
ing to be confronted by an oper- 


ating-room supervisor and learn 
that two of her operating nurses 
have given notice, one going to 
the Veterans' Administration.. th«,x 
other to the army. 
Nurses who 


leave for the armed services de- 
serve commendation: but we are 
upset when the Veterans' Admin- 
istration drains them off by ica- 
son of pay differential, to care for 
non-service connected cases." 


The article then says the veter- 


ans' hospitals should train their 
own share of nurses failing which 
the registration boards should rec,^ 
ognize training schools "offering 
less than three years' training and 
lowering admission requirements
